EN years from now 
the chil­ 
dren who go trooping back to 
1.AAti schools in a few weeks may 
have the destinies of America in 
their hands and its burden upon 
their shoulders. 
They may be, in 
some sudden and terrific crisis of 
events as yet unforeseen, the bal­ 
ance of political power in the mod­ 
ern world. Difficulities of 
a 
sort 
never contemplated by Americans 
a generation ago, and certainly not 
predicted in textbooks, will con­ 
front them. In the end the ultimate 
test of fitness to survive is applied 
not through a nation’s pocketbook 
or its skyscrapers 
or 
its railway 
lines or even its military resources 
but through the fiber of its collec­ 
tive spirit. 
By what they under­ 
stood and felt and desired rather 
than by what they possessed, great 
civilizations of the past rose or 
fell. 
What the America of the fu­ 
ture will know and feel and desire 
are being determined in the schools 
today. 
The educational system of the 
country, 
therefore, 
has a man’s 
size task to contend with. 
Some­ 
times it seems necessary to wonder 
whether it is equal to what it has 
to do. 
A great many people are 
coming to 
feel 
that 
the public 
schools and the colleges are alike 
too ready to teach worship of ma­ 
terial success alone. 
Other super­ 
ficial and quite unrelated to the 
unescapable and pressing realities 
of politics, business, international 
affairs or everyday life itself. 
Certainly the old and pleasant 
legands and the old romantic de­ 
lusions of our untroubled past seem 
largely to dominate the thinking 
of the schools and to obscure a 
good many unpleasant truths with 
which the country must deal realis­ 
tically now and in the future. 
You hear little in modern class­ 
rooms of the 
hidden 
causes 
of 
wars, 
of 
the 
actualities 
of the 
struggle for economic survival or 
triumph, of the unpleasant facts of 
contemporary 
politics 
or of the 
meaning of social 
cross-currents 
now felt but not 
understood 
in 
many 
parts of the world. 
The 
schools 
for 
their 
part 
are up 
ag ainst the habitual unwillingness 
of people to face unhappy 
truths. 
Even the children nowdays demand 
to be amused rather than enlight­ 
ened. 
Life in America is much 
easier for everybody than it used 
to be. 
There is no great 
general 
in­ 
centive to set 
generation 
after 
generation to toiling 
for 
know­ 
ledge. 
There is instead 
a 
great 
tendency to coddle and flatter the 
young in every sort of school, and 
there are times when every road 
that leads to knowledge seems bar­ 
ricaded by faddish and hampering 
devices of the one sort or another. 
High schools, for example, must be 
glorious in architecture and spaci­ 
ous and generally reminiscent of 
the legendary romanticism of col­ 
lege 
life.

g rades the public school children 
exhibit a » strong tendency to ape 
the manners of

universities 
when instead they should be learn­ 
ing to spe|l.

Or the X-ray may reveal 
a diseased gali-bladder. infected 
sinuses, appendicitis or intestinal 
infection, and when the localized 
infection is removed the relief from 
inflamed and diseased joints is al­ 
most miraculous.

Focal Infections 
The most common cause of arthri­ 
tis is some sort of infection of the 
joints. This may come from what 
is called a “ focal infection,” which 
may exist anywhere in the body. 
By focal infection is meant a 
localized infection, and this may be 
in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, g all­ 
bladder, intestine or some other 
point quite distant from the afflicted 
and painful joint. 
Most cases of arthritis are suc­ 
cessfully treated when the focal in­ 
fection is located and removed; and 
by means of the X-ray it is now pos­ 
sible in most instances to determine 
accurately the presence or absence 
of focal infection.

Improper food, failure to eat 
fresh fruits and vegetables or lack 
of exercise, sunshine and fresh air 
must be considered as additional 
causes of arthritis. After the focus 
of infection has been removed, blood- 
building foods should be included in 
the diet. For this purpose liver is 
recommended, daily or at least 
every other day. The diet should 
be simple, nutritious and easily di­ 
gested, and should contain vitamins, 
mineral salts and liberal amounts 
of protein. 
Only within recent years has 
arthritis been successfully treated. 
Individuals 
now 
suffering 
from 
arthritis may obtain relief from 
their affliction by subjecting them­ 
selves to a complete and thorough 
examination. All sources of infec­ 
tion and disorders of the intestinal 
tract and digestive systems must be 
corrected before cure can be ex­ 
pected. 
Do not become discouraged if you 
do not obtain immediate relief, for 
prolonged and careful treatment is 
necessary in some cases.

The most common cause of arthri- 


tis is some sort of infection of the 
joints. This may come from what 
is called a "focal infection." which 
may exist anywhere in the body. 


By focal infection is meant a 


localized infection, and this may be 
in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, pall- 
bladder, intestine or some other 
point quite distant from the afflicted 
and painful joint- 


Most cases of arthritis are suc- 


cessfully treated when the focal in- 
fection is located and removed; and 
by means of the X-ray it is now pos- 
sible in mo5t instances to determine 
accurately the presence or absence 
of focal infection. 


Infected teeth are a frequent 


cause of arthritis. The teeth may 
not ache, yet when X-rayed they 
show definite signs of decay and in- 
fection. Or the X-ray may reveal 
a diseased gall-bladder, infected 
sinuses, appendicitis or intestinal 
infection, and when the localized 
infection is removed the relief from 
inflamed and diseased joints is al- j 
most miraculous. 


Certain forms of arthritis per- 


sist in spite of the removal of focal 
infections, and in these cases it is 
found that correction of body pos- 
ture, overcoming faulty elimination 
and getting rid of unhygienic living 
conditions bring about the desired 
relief.
